Opeu the Door to Omineca ! 

For years it had boon predicted that 
tho groat uorlh- estern slope drained 
by Nation. Findlny, Pcaco and othor 
rivers waB rich in gold uud in silver. 
Prediction was only valuable in bo far 
as it operated as an inoontiva to action, 
to demonstration. Tho oarlior visits oi 
loooly advonturora, oarolosa of life and 
IndiSerout to discomfort and privation 
gavo substance to prevailing belief 
Thoso wero sj;on followed by more 
thorough exploration and loss hypoth- 
etical results, until, last year, the great 
Eldorado of the North was discovered, 
aud they called it " Omineca." Thus 
has privato enterprise, individual advesi< 
turo and daring given to British C-l- 
nrnbia another and a greater goldfiel'L 
Thia groat result haa not been acheived 
• without muoh expenditure in effort, time 
and money, and when wo saw tho 
Commissioner quiotly step into tho 
magniticont acquistion doubtless des- 
tined to bring millions iuto tbo coloniul 
exouequer, and tuko poi-bo^iou of it in 
tho name of the Government, wo could 
not avoid a feeling of regret that tho 
entorpriao and during to whic h wo owo 
tho early possession of this rich inberi- 
tonco mus'. go so ill rewarded. ' But 
tooome to tho more praotical part of 
our subject, tho Government is now 
asked to devoto somo thirty thousand 
dollars of tho public rovenue towarda 
opening tho door to " Omiucca," in 
order thr.t population and commorco 
may freoly flow in, and thus the colony 
may he enabled to utilize tho important 
dineovory. Who asks for this appropria- 
tion 1 Four-fifths ot the people of tho 
mainland ; nod tho remaining ono-fitth 
would undoubtedly have joined in tho 
prayer of the petition were an opportu- 
nity afforded. Who in the Govern- 
ment? Tiio custodian of thii people's 
money aod tho minister (at loaatit should 
bo bo) of tho people's will, whenever 
tha'i will in unequivocally, constitution- 
ally, aud intelligently expressed. 
Let us ao« how far those conditiooa are 
present in this instanco ; for if it can 
beou shown that tho petition asking for 
an appropriation of thirty thousand dol- 
lars for tho purpose of opening tho door 
to Omiueoa, is based upon those condi- 
tions the duly of the Government can 
no longer bo doubtlul. When seven- 
teen hundred white male adults ou tho 
mainlund join in asking, it is the voice 
of the people that is heard. Tho reqaesi 
is, therefore, uneqivooal. That it is 
couBtitutioual goes without talking.' Wo 
invite the reauxr to- consider whether it 
ia intelligent. Tho eection of tho Col- 
ony lying to the Eastward of tho Caa* 
cado Range and looking to Cariboo and 
Omiucca for a market, produced, in 
1870, three aud a half milliou pounds ot 
wheat, ai d about three million pounds 
of the coarser grains. It has about ton 
thousari-l bead of black cattle, It may 
be presumed to have in hboat 
tho usual ratio othor products of 
field and dairy. Should Omineca 
remaiu practically, or perhaps, wo | 
should say, partially closed, at tho very i 
least one-third of all that inarkot-ieok- 
ing property will bo left on the hands 
of the producers. It tho door to Omin- 
eca be promptly thrown open all that 
surplus will find a ready market. 
But wo must look beyond tho mere 
finding of a market for tho suiplaa of 
1870. fc'hould the uow market not be 
mado available this year, not ouly will 
the large surplus already indicated bo 
left on tho hands of the producers, but 
that difcournging and di-astrous circum 
stance will toll most fatally upon the 
expansion ot agricultural devolopraont. 
The operatic is of the farmers will be 
curtuiled at least One-third, instead of 
being extended in 1871, Need we 
dwell upon the disastrom ooneequenoaii 
of such re rogressiooj at a Lime 
when expansion is especially no- 
eesHary in order to prepare toe 
country to reap the full pormauent benefit 
ol tbo vast expenditure so -.oon to bo m ide 
upon (jtoat national works? Tho 1700 
petitioners— the people— of the mainland, ask 
for the appropriation, uot oDly in order that 
tbe surplus productions ot tho Midland 
country may Grid a market, and that tbe 
producers may be encouraged and enabled 
to extend their operations witb a view to 
present and future demand; but they du so 
io order liiot a large population may be 
enabled inoceMfolIj to develop tbil new gold 
field and thereby kivo a fresh impetui to do- 
pressed trade and iufu-e now hie into bide- 
bound Industry. Uolew snob facilities us it 
it proposed to extend to tbe Omtueoa Uado 
bo granted there in no reason to expect that 
any considerable odort can bo mado towards 
oxploratiou and development in that distant 
reeion The expenditure is asked lor by 
all section! ot tbe community, because it is 
nocesoary in order to secure tbo trade oi 
that now Boldfield to channel* calculated io 
render that trade subsidiary in tbo large.-,!
